he felt the Committee still needs an overall evaluation of the 
value of HUMINT. He suggested that this might be done by 
evaluating our performance against each of the FY-1978 DDO 
objectives: plus by giving the Committee an indication of 

unique contributions of HUMINT. [__|explained the functions 
and work of his EPDS/DDO staff and both Ford and Childs reviewed 
a copy of the FY-78 Foreign Intelligence Reporting Evaluation 
for the period 1 April to 30 September 1978. (__]indicated 
the staff members were welcome to read this and both Childs 

and Ford indicated their belief that this would satisfy the 
Committee's needs. Childs asked if highly sensitive and_ special 
Channels reporting was included in this publication.
